RUTH NICHOLS 
ESCAPES DEATH 


Aviatrix Was To Try Non­ 
stop Record Flight Across 
Country For Hoover. 


New York, Nov. 3 (AP).—Lightning 
action saved Ruth Nichols, famous 
aviatrix, from probable death early 
today when her plane smashed upon 
the take-off of a transcontinental 
campaign flight for President Hoo­ 
ver. 
As the plane, freighted with a 
large supply of gasoline, shot down 
a 3,000-foot runway at Floyd Ben­ 
net field, it skidded off at 60 miles 
an hour, went into a ground loop 
and buried its left wing in the 
ground. 
Quick as a flash before the craft 
struck Miss Nichols cut her switch to 
prevent fire and burning the plane 
and herself. 
Ambulances clanged to the scene 
as Miss Nichols stepped out of the 
badly damaged ship. 
“Are you hurt?” attendants cried. 
“No,” she said, smiling and try­ 
ing to conceal her exasperation over 
the mishap, “nothing can hurt such 
an old hand at this game such as 
I am.” 
Carrying bales of campaign lit­ 
erature to drop enroute Miss Nich­ 
ols was to have sped non-stop to the 
west coast in an attem pt to break 
the record of Amelia Earhart. 
“The society girl aviator,” as she 
has been called, has been near death 
more than once. In June, 1931, she 
was hurt in a crack-up as she land­ 
ed at St. Johns, New Brunswick, for 
a trans-Atlantic flight. She suffer­ 
ed a spine injury and for months 
had to wear a steel corselet.

France Urges 
New War Pact 


Paris, Nov. 3 (APU—A consulta­ 
tive anti-war pact with the United 
States is suggested in the new arms 
plan which France will present at 
Geneva on Friday, says a report on 
foreign affairs to be submitted to a 
convention 
of 
Premier 
Herriot’s 
radical socialist party. 
The plan also envisages the cre­ 
ation of a general military staff to 
function when the peace of Conti­ 
nental Europe is threatened, official 
French quarters said Wednesday. 
This staff would have a fixed num ­ 
ber of trained soldiers at its disposal. 
The men would be assigned to the 
general staff by the various conti­ 
nental countries who agree to the 
plan. 
To Define Aggressor 
The radical socialist report on for­ 
eign affairs, ^'hich will be presented 


to the party convention at Toulouse 
by Francois de Tessan, vice chair­ 
man of the foreign affairs commit­ 
tee of the chamber of deputies, and 
one of Herriot’s closest political ad­ 
visers, confirmed previous statem ents 
that the Flench arms plan attem pts 
to define an “aggressor nation.” 
The project also calls for abandon­ 
ment of the rights of neutrality and 
says “if the United States accents 
the Capper resolution to amend the 
Kellogg pact, a great step toward 
the problem of the liberty of the 
seas will have been achieved.”
